HIS PACIFIST ADS COSTLY 


Manufacturer Spent More Than 
$80,000 to Combat Prepared- 
ness, a Witness Testifies.

MOUNT CLEMENS, Mich., July 17.— 
It cost Henry Ford $80,000 to circulate 
three full-page advertisements issued 
early in 2916 to combat what the‘one time 
pacifist now refers to as ‘ overpre- 
paredness.”’ This information was given 
to the jury in Mr. Ford’s $1,000,000 suit 
against The Chicago Tribune in Judge 
Tucker's circuit today by Kirkland B. 
Alexander, former Detroit newspaper 
man, now in the advertising business. 
Mr. Alexander told the jury that the 
advertisements were paid for on @ basis 
of 4,000,000 circulation. é a. et i 

Elliott G. Stevenson has repeatedly re 
ferred to the ‘‘ hundreds of ys 
of dollars’’ spent by Mr. Ford-in: 
peace publicity campaign, and Alfred 
Lucking has objected on the ground that 
the total amount was not believed to be 


more than $80,000. Mr. Alexander's fig- 
ures did not include pamphlets, mailing, 


Mr. Alexander said_he afterward, in 
December, .1917, went to the automobile 
plant to interview Mr. Ford for maga~ 
zine purposes. Thé' fixed interview was" 
brief, but Mr: Alexander was “invited 
to luncheon with Mr. Ford, Mr. Licking, 
aad others. Mr. Ford-in the course of a 
general conversation said, according to 
the witness, that although Germany had 
invaded Belgium, she had only beaten 
England and France to it. He said he 
bélieve Germany was ready for peace, 
yet that when he went over in the peace 


Mr. Ford was selling Liberty motors to 
the Government at the time, but he re- 
marked that he didn’t do it for profit 
and‘ that he did not consider them mu- 
nitions of war. 

Referring to the effect of the Russian 
situation on the value of Russian bonds, 
it was mentioned that many were held 
by widows and poor people in this coun- 
try, and Mr. Ford was alleged to have 
said ‘‘ Let them go to work."’ He said 
the war would be ended if all the Kings, 
Emperors, and Presidents had to get 
into the trenches. 

After listening to the reading to the 
Ford jury today of’a highly laudatory 
article on Henry Ford, by John Reed, 
in the \Metropolitan Magazine in 1016, 
Mr. Ford took the witness stand and ad- 
mitted the article was an exaggeration 
of his qualiti¢s. 

The article described Mr. Ford as & 
genius who had dévoted his attention to 
making motor cars, but intended to di- 
vert his genius toward social reforma- 
tion. It quoted approvingly his denun- 
ciation of armies, of the ‘‘ money lend- 
ers’’ whose financial interests caused 
wars, of nationalism gnd of national 
flags, (which he called silly,) and re- 
counted his assertion that the working 
men would ‘upset the system that 
breeds war.’’ It gave Mr. Ford's idéas 
on many things, from political economy 
to alcohol, and closed with a descrip- 
tion of the Ford farm at Dearborn and 
the quotation’ of a remark of a local 
auctioneer that *‘ We don't think much 
of Henry as a farmer around here.’’

ANTI-RED ARMY GROWING 


Now Sald to Number More Than 
125,000 Men—Peasants Keep 
Food from Capital. 


PARIS, July 17, (Associated Press.)— 
Bela Kun, head of the Hungarian Com- 
munist Government, has been ousted, 
according to dispatches from reliable 
sources in Vienna received by the Peace 
Conference. 2 

Troops returning from the Czech front 
were reported entering Budapest in 
large numbers. Budaptst was in dis- 


order. 

Herr Boehm and Herr hander have 
taken- over control of the -Conaniunist 
Government. 

Dispatches reaching Peace Conference 
circles from Budapest indicate that gen- 
eral demoralization has struck Bela 
Kun’s army, which is straggling back 
from the different fronts with utter lack 
of discipline. 

The breakdown in the spirit of the 
troops is attributed to discontinuation 
of the fighting against the Czechs and 
and Rumanians in consequence of the 
armistice and to the hasty increase of 
the well-drilled, loyal army of 60,000 to 
more than 125,000 men. 

Reports from the same source received 
by peace delegates are to the effect that 
Bolshevism in Hungaty is confined ‘al- 
most exclusively to Budapest. Peéeasanta 
are said to be obstructing shipments of 
food to the ¢apital; which is rapidly 
reaching a desperate. state, 


VIENNA, July 17, (Associated Press.) 
—A report from Budapest says Major 
Bartha, head of the military school, re- 
cently shot himself when he learned 
that eleven of his students had been sen- 
tenced to death and twenty-five others 
to life or less terms of imprisonment. 
Chief Justice Kisks, who is a former 
blacksmith, was unable to obtain an- 
swers froni Bartha when the students 
were on trial. 

The report adds that Bartha,‘on being 
questioned by the court, replied, “I 
refuse to recognize the legality of this 
court or you as a judge.”’ 


Bela Kun was reported, in a Buda- 
pest dispateh received Wednesday, to 
have broken off with nearly all the So- 
clalist leadérs. Officers of the Soviet 
army were said to be deserting at every 
opportunity. The Communist leader was 
quoted as having told his Minister of 
Education that he was tired of trying to 
ride Socialist and Communist horses at 
the same ‘time. 

Herr Boehm, who has been cOmmander 
of the Hungarian armies, was reported 
in prison, in a dispatch from Vienna on 
Wednesday. This dispatch also stated 
that Bela Kun was seeking some excuse 
to leave Hungary, and at he would 
not return. 

Bela Kun assumed the post of For- 
eign Commissary or Minister of Foreign 
Affairs in the Hungarian Soviet Govern- 
ment which succeeded therepublican gov- 
ernment set up by Count olyi. He 
took office in March, 1919, and imme- 
diately got in touch with the heads of 
the’ Russian Soviet government. He was 
considered the aang of the Commun- 
ist party in Hunga 

The Council of anive at Paris on Jul 
5 reached the conclusion, it was stat 
that it was impossible to ‘make peace 
with Bela Kun’s. Government. onse- 
quently it was considered necessary to 
maintain the blockade. 

Recent events in Budapest have pres- 
aged trouvle. An attack was made on 
the Soviet headquarters by three mon- 
itors in the Danube, aided by land 
forces, on July 2, As a result of this 
uprising forty youths from the Buda- 
pest Military Academy and three offi- 
cers were hanged. Bela Kun then issued

Guest of King and Queen at 
Luncheon—American Troops 
Reach London for Parade. 


* LONDON, July 17, (Associated Press.) 
—General John J. Pershing, Commander 
ih Chief of the American Expeditionary 
Forces, met the military members of 
Parliament in the committee room of the 
House of Commons today. 

He was enthusiastically received when 
introduced by Winston Spencer Churchill, 

Secretary for War. Mr. Churchill called. 
attention to the fact that General ‘Per- 
shig had beén thére before he and his 
troops had fought side by side with the 
British, and, added the Secretary, 
‘“‘every day our feeling has grown 
stronger for these gallant men and their 
gallant commander."’ 

In an address in which he discussed 
the sentiment of the American soldiers 
and people, General Pershing said: 

“You do me signal honor. by accord- 
ing me the privilege of meeting you all 
here at this time. I recall distinctly my 
last visit more than two years ago and 
how I was impressed by meeting the 
distinguished members who guided the 
destinies of this nation. You had gone 
through three years of war, gaining ripe 
experience, and the generosity of our 
reception was only equalled by the 
eagerness with which you gave us the 
benefit of that experiénce. 

“We are not a military people. We 
inherited from you the fear of a stand- 
ing army. We were wholly unprepared, 
although some of us felt that we would 
sooner or later enter the war. 


Thanks for British Training. 


‘“*Had it not been for the lessons 
learned from you I am sure our efforts 
would not have been what they have 
been. Our associations from the start 
were most pleasant. I was accorded a 
visit to General Headquarters and 
learned from yo Commander-in-Chief 
what was deem most important for 
us to consider first. 

‘It was our preference to fight beside 
our brothers in blood, our-own kinsmen, 
whose courage, aggression and tenacity 
we have alWays admired and which 
have had such an influence on our army 
in Europe. But we found the Channel 
ports fully occupied with your supplies. 
Therefore, we were driven to the south- 
ern ports of France and compelled to 
choose other railroads to the eastern 
part of the western front. 

‘‘We always had in mind the possi- 
bility of using our troops on any part 
of the western front, and, in planting 
our warehouses we located them at a 
central point from which railroads 
radiated, and later found this sound, for 
we had to reach many parts of the front. 

‘* We took up the question of training 
with your troops with General Head- 
quarters and found everything placed 
at our disposal. Officers were detailed 
to help us establish a staff college and 
corps schools. Even officers of field 
rank instructed our men in the bayon-t 
and in bomb throwing, thereby setting 
a fine example to our own officers. 

Army. Fought in Its Own Way. 

““T recall also, that your leaders in 
the War Office, always direct in expres- 
sion of opinion, agreed with me and 
my superiors that the Americans had

WASHINGTON, July 17.—While the 
President was beginning his White 
House conferences on the Peace Treaty 
today, the Senate debated Shantung 
and the League of Nations and adopted 
without a record vote a resolution by 
Senator Borah, Republican, of Idaho, 
asking for information relative to the 
Shantung negotiations. Specifically, the 
measure, which was not debated, asks 
the President for any information as to 
whether the Chinese delegates were ‘*‘ in- 
timidated’’ by the Japanese and re- 
quests a copy of a letter said to have 
been written on behalf of General Bliss, 


Secretary: Lansing, and .Henry . White 
protesting against the pamccanl settle- 
tment. 

~ Senater Borah, in a sdinchs ‘attacked 
what he characterized as ‘‘ White House 
‘conferences behind closed doors.’’. Say- 
ing that he was gratified to hear that 
the President had ‘at last decided to 
consult with Senators,’’ he declared that 
the President's ‘‘ shift in policy ”’ had 
come too late. Mr. Borah suggested a 
plebiscite, or referendum vote, of the 
people as a practical way of determin- 
ing public sentiment. upon the League 
of Nations covenant and. Shantung, to 
serve as a guide tothe Senate, if any 
doubt existed as to how the people 
stood. He argued that ‘‘ no secret con- 
ferences at the White House '’ would 
have any effect upon him. 

Senator Borah spoke of efforts of the 
“ promoters’ of the League to ‘‘ gain 
votes in the Senate.’’ The President's 
conferences, he said, were a part of 
these efforts. 

‘‘ Now, this program of the President 
taking Senators into his confidence I 
thoroughly indorse,’’ said Mr. Borah. 
** My only regret is that it has come so 
late in his administration. I think, per- 
haps, great good. might have been ob- 
tained before if. that policy had been 
pursued by the President. I do not criti- 
cise the President's new policy at all. 
But I submit that it is not in accord 
with the best tenets of republican insti- 
tutions--and of democracy to settle a 
question as to whether certain sovereign 
rights of the Republic shall be trans- 
ferred to a council dominated by foreign 
powers, behind closed doors at the White 
House or anywhere else, The only way 
to obtain the feeling about this—and it 
is the people’s judgment that must gov- 
ern us—is, to my mind, through a plebi- 
scite.’’ 

Proposes a Plebiscite. 

Senator Borah declared he would wel- 
‘come aid from the Democrats of the 
Senate in passing a measure for a 
referendum. 

Senator Pomerene, Democrat, of Ohio, 
argued that there is no constitutional 
authority for a plebiscite. 

**T do not say a plebiscite would be 
legally binding upon the Senate,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Borah, ‘‘ but I say it is the 
practicable way of ascertaining the 
country’s attitude. We could use the 
election machinery of the States for it, 
and Congress could appropriate the 
money to conduct it. 

‘In the Senate are being dragged 
every few daysr resolutions stating that 
different organizations are favoring this 
League of Nations. I know that in some 
instances—at least three I have definite 
knowledge of—these resolutions convey 
false statements of fact. Yet they are 
being put in here by those who are using 
the propaganda of an organization that 
is backing the League. This organiza- 
tion ‘isthe League to Enforce Peace, of 
which a former President is the head. 

This propaganda is misleading thé 
péople of this country and of Bufope as 
to what sentiment actually ‘exists con- 
cerning the League of Nations. The 
ceftgorship of France and Great Britain 
and of this country, too, is active in 
suppressing the real facts. Only one 
character of néws is allowed to go out

PARIS, July 16.—It is becoming in- 
creasingly evident that the uhcertaifty | 
attending the fate of the Versailles 


treaty in the United States Senate is a 
source of embarrassment to those 
charged with carrying out the treaty 
conditions. Practically nothing in the 
way of treaty administration can be 
done by the American Government or 
its peace mission in Paris until this un- 
certainty is removed. The other allied 
nations are taking time by the forelock 
in arranging to participate in measures 
for putting into effect the terms im- 
posed upon Germany, in the assurance 
that their ratification of, the convention 
is a foregone conclusion. They are 
anxious to have the assistance and 
counsel of America, but America’s rep- 
resentatives have their hands tied 
through the impossibility of committing 
themselves to any action that may be 
undone by thé Senate’s decree. 

This problem has assumed a concrete 
form in connection with the naming of 
the interallied commissions whose ap- 
pointment is provided for in the Ver- 
sailles pact. A list prepared by the 
American Peace. Commission shows 
twenty-three commissions or other 
bodies, required to carry out the treaty 
terms, upon which American representa- 
tives are to serve. The other allied 
powers wish these commissions to get to 
work in anticipation of ratification of 
the treaty. They realize that most of 
the commissions will have an arduous 
task, particularly at the outset of their 
labors, but, more than this, it is ex- 
tremely desirable: to begin administra- 
tion of the treaty provisions with the 
least possible delay. The German Gov- 
ernment is also anxious to have the 
commissions get down to business. De- 
lay is to Germany's disadvantage as 
well as that of her conquerors. 

Handicapped en Voting. 

Aftér discussing the situation the 
American “Peace Commissioners — feel 
embarrassed in their inability to vote 
on any proposals that have to do with 
applying the treaty terms. They are 
exercising discretion in advising with 
their allied associates in determining 
what is the best course to follow in par- 
ticular cases. But» when any major 
problem is presented that must’ be 
solved through a vote they are unable 
to see their way clear to express them- 
selves in that way. It is evident that, 
should an important question of treaty 
execution upon which there was a sharp 
division be decided by the vote of the 
American representative, the validity 
of that decision would be brought into 
question if the Senate should amend 
the treaty so as to prevent the United 
States from joining in its ratification. 
Under President Wilson's construction,

The ‘‘drys”’ also succeeded in defeat- 
ing an attempt by Mr. Reavis of Kansas 
to eliminate the fines of $600 to $1,000 
from the bill. He contended that per- 
sons might violate the law in perfectiy 
innocent fashion, yet under the manda- 
tory provision they would be forced to 
pay the large fines. 

Chairman Volstead presented an 
amendment which was adopted without 
debate and which made the measure a 
bit more drastic in that it added the 
word ‘‘manufacture”’ to the many 
things a man may not do with liquor 
in his office or home. 

Protests were made by Representa- 
tives Goldfogle of New York and Rep- 
resentative Igoe of Missouri against 
what they termed the “ arbitrary meth- 
ods’ of Chairman Volstead of the Ju- 
diclary Committee in ‘‘ jamming” the 
prohibition legislation through the 
House.

must be consulted. 

Mr. Caldwell before the Rules Com- 
mittee. today charged Speaker Gillett 
with saying that as Mr. Caldwell was 
a Democrat the Republican Steering 
Committee would have to be consulted 
before -the Speaker could recognize. him 
in. asking unanimous consent for the 
passage. of the joint resolution. Mr. 
Gillett later confirmed this. 

‘* When the Democrats were in pow- 
er,"’ he explained, ‘‘it was the usual 


. custom for them to introduce resotu- 


tions..of this character. It is the or- 
dinary rule that. the party in power 


_introduces such resolutions.” 


As soon as Mr. Caldwell’s charges 
became known. accusations of partisan- 
ship were made by the Democrats, 
which. the Republicans in turn vigor- 
ously dented. The Rutes Committes 
will meet tomorrow and Mr. Caldwell 
said the Pershing resolution would 
probably be taken up. 

‘While the present intention presumes 
that.a Repyblican member will be recog- 
nized tc ask unanimous consent for the 
Passage of the resolution, Mr. Caldwell

“I. have no partisan attitude in the

Sergeant John. B. White, Company G, 
28th Infantry, ist Division, wearing the 
Bears of sixty-three wounds received in 


lets; bayonets, and shrapnel, was the 
chief figure.among 182 wounded men 
who wére entertained yesterday after- 
noon and evening by the New York War 
Camp Community Service. Sergeant 
White, as far as is known, is the only 
man in the United States Army author- 
ized ‘to wear five-wound chevrons. He 
returtied to this country several weeks 
ago-and broke his ankle in a motorcycle 


j accident. The big soldier, standing six 


feet four and three-quarter inches, told} 
how he won three citations,.the Distin- 
guished Service Cross and the Croix de 
Guerre, 

“I was in five major battles, Cantigny, 
Soissons, the Argonne, St. Mihiel, and. 
the Somme. In each of these I was 
wounded, and the scars kept piling up 
until they numbered sixty-three. While. 
pushing through the Argonne I picked 
up seven machine gun bullets, three of 
which I still carry in my body., I always 
will carry. ‘them, too, if I have anything 
to say about it, for I've been operated 
upon enough. My left leg, which. will 
always be crippled,: was punctured twelve 
time from the knee to the hip by ma- 
chine guns. Three snipers found me at. 
different. times, and the Huns cut me 
with their bayonets. One knife. blow, 
by the way, paralyzed my Jeft thumb. 

“After my third battle, and my third 
visit to the hospital, I was billed for 
home. They pinned a tag on me classi- 
fying me for that purpose, but I fooled. 
them. My wounds had not healed much, 
but I didn’t like the idea of coming home 
while the fighting was still going on, 
I bade the hospital farewell when no 
one was looking and joined my old com- 
pany. I had to do the same thing after 
the next battle, too. When I had been 
sent there the fifth time, however, my 
leg was useless. But thé fighting was 
Just about over, anyhow, so I don't care. 

“I started gathering German steel 
for souvenirs at the battle of Cantigny 
on May 28, last year. The French had 
been trying to take: this place for months, 
and we heard they had lost fourteen 
regiments doing it. . But the longest they 
were ever in there after the Germans 
first arrived was seven minutes. The 
Americans walked into the town thirty- 
four minutes after’ the attack started. 
We withstood ‘nine counterattacks be- 
fore 5 o'clock that night, when we were 
relieved by part of the 26th Infantry. I 
was wounded at 3 o'clock that after- 
noon, but I had ‘seen all the officers of 
the company drop before that, so I 
knew it was up to me to assume com- 
mand and carry the men into the town. 
There were only 46 of us left out of 
185 that started when the 26th came 
in to let us rest. 

“TI have three individual citations and 
the regiment has ten. They always 
wished the D. 8S. C, Medal and the 
Croix de Guerre 6n mé. There is a 
machine-gun bullet lodged urider my 
chin’ and a couple in my leg—one in 
the hip and one under the knee. While 
we were ‘operating in the Toul Sector I 


wad ‘stranded from ‘4 raiding’ party “and 
had to’hide in a shéll* hole ween the 


trenches for two days and nights with- 
out a thing to eat. My water was all 
gone long before I got a chance to sneak 
back to the allied lines. At another 
time seven of us in the Argonné lived 
for seventy-two hours on three cans of 
corned willie and four boxes of hard 
tack. They don’t make me do. much at 
Camp Merritt, though, because General 
Pershing issued an order saying that I 
was excused from all duty.” 

Sergeant White is a regular army man, 
having been in both the army and navy 
for the last fourteen years. His home 
is in Spartanburg, 8, C. In addition to 
his citation ribbons, Sergeant White 
wears the badge of an expert rifleman. 
Hé will be retired in two yéars though 
he is only 30 years old.

HAD HALF OF THE TROOPS 


Triumph Was Symbolic of-' the 
Unity of Allies and the 
Certainty of Victory.

LONDON, July. 17.—The date of July 
18 will always be a red letter day in the 
history of the war. It surprised’and de- | 
Tighted the Allies; it surprised the Ger- 
mans still more. They were in the act 
of reorganizing their front in order to 
follow up their victory, when they had 
driven south across the Marne. Think- 
ing only of attack, they had made few 
preparations for defense and had estab- 
lished before their front none of the 
formidable. rear lines of defense which 
had sd often before brought the Allies 
to a standstill. : 

The story of a British General who 
during the German counterattack at 
Cambrai in November, 1917, was forced 
to run from the advancing enemy in his 
pajamas aroused a good deal of uncom- 
plimentary..comment on the extent to 
which the British had been eaught nap- 
ping. ‘The 2d American Division in this 
battle avenged the British by captur- 
ing German officers in the same un- 
Mangin’s attacking 
troops were screened by the Villers Cot- 
teret Forest, which gave no gign of life 
until. suddenly all his guns burst forth 
together, and simultaneously a long line 
of tanks made for the German trenches, 
followed by assaulting infantry, and 
burst clean through the enemy, who had 
expected warning of at least some hours 
of artillery -preparation, and his re- 
serves were not at their posts. 

A curious feature of this battle was 
that the British were not told at the 
time, or indeed until long afterward, 
what a large part the Americans had 
played in Mangin’s victory. The’ Ger- 
mans, of course, knew all about it, and | 
their papers at once began to ascribe | 
the disaster to the strength of the 
American Army, which a few days be- 
fore they had asserted was either non- 
existent or at least not fit to fight. 

1 have already described how Foch at 
the last moment increased the weight 
of his blow by drawing troops from 
Haig and Pershing. British divisions did 
not enter the battle on Mangin’s front 
until July 23, when they helped materi- 
ally to break the last German attempt 
to rally south of the Vésle, and the 156th 
Division in particular Won such distinc- 
tion in the capture of Buzancy that tlie 


the battlefield. The 1st and 2d Ameri- 
can Divisions with the help of motor 
transport and. by. hard marching, .reached 
the front just in time for Mangin’s as- 
sault, though so rapidly were the final 
preparations ‘made that a good part of 
the infantry of the 24 Division did not 
come up until some hours after the battle 
had begun. 

The ist Division was in position on 
the evening of the i7th, and the first 
part of the. 2d,Division only on. the 
morning of the 18th. This was a radicdl 
change in the method from the days 
when we used to lay out behind the lines 
duplications of the German trenches and 
practice upon them the actual attack 
which was to be carried out. The change 
was made possible by the tanks, which, 
vastly improved in power and speed, 
could be relied upon to break a way for 
the infantry through the enemy's lines 
and to overcome the dreaded nests of 
machine guns.

thus’ established ‘and to rémedy ‘the con- 
dition prevailing before’the war:

Hire Americans to Start Country 
Right, the Professor Urges.

BELGRADE; July 16, (via Paris; July 
14.)—Professor Pupin of Columbia -Uni- 
versity has been here’ for some time 
interesting himself in the problems of 
the new Government and doing what he 
can to help it get started ‘right. 

Professor Pupin,, who -has lived for 
many years in the United States, was 
born in Banat of Serbian parents. The 
thing he fs particularly urging on the 
Serbian -Government is ‘that’ it: should 
hire’ Americans’ of the highest ability 
and experts in: their line to take charge 
of the great financial, railroad, and en- 
gineering problems with which the coun- 
try is confronted.

TO ISSUE SPECIAL LICENSES 


Governmental Commiésion May Be 
Created to Consider Foreign 
Trade. Regulations. 


WASHINGTON, - July 17.—To protect 
British exchange in America and other 
countries where the balance of trade is 
against England, the British Govern- 
ment, in addition to. maintaining on the 
proscribed list of imports a good many 
articles, has found it advisable to re- 
quire special licenses in some cases, with 
thé purpose of reducing the expenditure 
of British money for luxuries. Such an 
instance was that of silk hosiery, which 
was one of many small drains upon the 
British. purse for which there was no 
counterbalance in export.

One end 
of the rope O’Brien had secured to an 
fron bar in the cell and he was ready to 
jump from the cot on which he was 
standing. 

Mr. Joyce expressed appreciation of 
the vigilance of the Monmouth County 
jefl force and wired the Philadelphia 
authorities, who are holding Paige, ‘to 
exercise equal vigilance.

WI! Be Made Ready for Immediate 
Mobilization In Emergency—Iin- 
fantry Units to Walt. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—Organiza- 
tion of the extra cavalry division pro- 
vided for in the War Department plans 
for the National Guard will be pushed 
vigorously, it was said today at the 
department. There is no anticipation 
that the sixteen: divisions of infantry, 
orresponding to the war organization of 
the State forces, will be completed. this 
year, but efforts will be made*to get the 
cavelry unit, six regiments of which will 
be reised In Texas, in condition to be 
mobilzed against any emergency. 

The infantry divisions will be num- 
bered 51 to 68, inclusive, instead of 26 
to 42, as during the war. The numbers 
up to and including 50 are reserved for 
Regular Army divisions, most of which 
wold be created only in the event of 


war. Plans for’ the regular organiza- |\ 


tion call for a cavalry division recruited 
from the entire country, but stationed 
in Texaa. 

The National Guart reorganization 
plans, as announced, make no immediate 
provision for the special arms and aux- 


iliary services, such as Tank Corps ana 
Air Service, these having been laid 
aside temporarily. 


Guard units already have been organ- 


ized .in several States, and it was an- 
nounced today at the War rtment 
that Federal recognition had en ex- 
tended to some of these, including:-New 
Jersey, six companies infantry, one ma- 
chine-gun company, one headquarters; 
New York, seven companies infantry, 
one troop ‘cavalry, one company coast 
artillery; Ohio, four companies infan- 
try: Missouri, one company infantry; 
California, six companies infantry; 
South Carolina, one battalion infantry.

SITUATION. 

Any idea ‘that the troubles of- the 
electric railway .companies are local 
merely because they mostly do a local 
business and are subject to local reg-

It is well that. the fact that the 
nickel, buys only one-half ‘as much 
for thé electric railway opérators as 
for their passengers should be brought 
home to the riders.

But in only 
few cases have the local regulators 
appreciated any more than the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, or the 
courts hitherto, their duty to keep 
charges and costg in solvent relation. 

The trouble began when the War 
Labor Board announced that it would 
iricrease - wages. whenever necessary, 
** without regard to the financial con- 
dition: -of. the operating companies,’’ 
but that would ‘‘ recommend ’’ in- 
creases of rates and fares to cover the 
cost... The companies accepted the in- 
creases as ordered, although in normal 
times -Federal : jurisdiction over local 


‘keoncerns would have been contested. 


The local regulatars were under a 
similar appeal to their loyalty, public 
spirit, -and economic common sense, 
but they repudiated those virtues: as 
unanimously as. the companies showed 
that they possessed them, and that 
they controlled the companies’ action. 
Our local regulators distinguished’ 
themselves in this respect by. imme- 
diaté déclaration that they. would -fiot 
surrender to such ‘! moral suasion,’’ 
and that they welcomed the opportu- 
nity ‘to turn the undeserved troubles 
of the companies to the profit of the 
city.‘ The highest court of this State 
has just rebuked them.

GOING TOO FAR. 

' If it is true that conservative pro- 
hibitionists in the House are becoming 
alarmed over the implacable and in- 
tolerant spirit displayed by the ma- 
jority of. their fellows, and fear it 
will ‘breed @ great revulsion of feeling 
throughout thé country, they have 
warrant for their fears. The cause of 
Prohibition will be needlessly endan- 
gered if the radicals continue to outdo 
each other in their mad rush to make 
the enforcement bill a measure of such 
tyranny as has never before been 
known in this nation. Here, for in- 
stance, ig Representative Morcan, Re- 
publican, of Oklahoma, proposing tbo 
treat as a criminal a man who keeps 
liquor in his own home for his own 
use. Here are other radicals pro- 
posing to.make it illegal for the man 
to ‘‘ use ’*’ it if he has it. Even ‘un- 
der the bill as it stands, according to 
a member of the House Judiciary 
Committes, a man in danger if, 
having liquor in his house, he gives 
a glass of it to a visiting friend. Sen- 
ator STERLING proposes to penalize 
the purchaser as well as the seller of 
liquor. 

But the full measure of the tyranny 
which the radical prohibitionists seek 
to set up is to be learned from the 
statements of Warne B. WHEELER, 
counsel for the Anti-Saloon League, 
before the sub-committee of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee. It is true 
that Mr. WHEELER is not a member 
of Congress, but he speaks with the 
authority of the Anti-Saloon League, 
which has been directing all this legis- 
lation and to the authority of which 
all the ‘radical prohibitionists bow. 
Therefore it will not be surprising if, 
having heard this clear exposition of 
the desires of the Anti-Saloon League, 
-the prohibitionists in Congress should 
+ grant them and amend the enforce- 
‘ment bill accordingly. 

Mr. WHEELER thus gives a foretaste 
of. what is to be expected if the rad- 
jeals in Congress and out, for whom 
ne speaks, have their way. He de- 
mands, visit and' search without the 
Figsuance of a warrant, although he is 
‘willing, if that cannot be. enacted, to 
accept a provision authorizing the is- 
suance of warrants without requiring 
that those asking, for the warrants 
‘shall produce any testimony. In other 
fwords, all that is necessary to obtain 
a@ warrant, under the mildest of .Mr. 
WHEELER’S proposals, is that any in- 
dividual make application for it as 
against any other individual, even 
though he may not have the slightest 
evidence.. It is obvious that such a 
provision, or even a provision like 
that now in the enforcement bill, lays 
every citizen open to private malice or 
police oppression, and the bill as it 
ptands, therefore contains a provision 
penalizing a search instigated by 
‘*malice'’. or ‘‘ without probable 
cause.” Mr. WHEELER demands that 
this clause be eliminated. The effect 
would be to install the mdst sweeping 
tyrahny that could. be imagined, with 
unlimited opportunities for graft be- 
sides. Zz 
It is a welcome sign that some of 
the prohibitionists are becoming ap- 
palled at the lengths of madness to 
which their associates are going; but 
their number may not be great, and 
it.is by no means.certain that even 
worse provisions than these may not 
become law if the Anti-Saloon League 
insists upon them. .

In such a case, all that the expert 
could do would be to write a more or 
less extensive essay or book, which Mr. 
Forp could sign, just as he did the-pam- 
phlets prepared by his retained exponent 
of pacifism. That plan, though prac- 
ticable—and not infrequently practiced 
by persons even more notable than-Mr. 
Forp—is a somewhat perilous one, likely 
to have inconvenient consequences, just 
as Mr. Forpd’s very recent experiences on 
the witness stand have shown.

ists. Nobody can know everything, 
and, in these days, it is hardly possible 
for anybody to be more than a smat- 
terer in more than a single subject. The 
attainment of universal knowledge was 
feasible in other ages, or at any rate it 
could be, and was, attempted by sane 
men. <A few—half a dozen, perhaps— 
are credited with havin® known eévery- 
thing that anybody Knew in their time 
and vastly more than did the great ma- 
jority of their contemporaries. 

But those days are past. Now all that 
can be done is to know one’s own~busi- 
ness thoroughly well—and nobody denies 
Mr. Forp’s right to that honor—and out- 
side of that one field most ordinary 
purposes are served by knowing from 
what books and persons what may be 
called occasional information can he ob- 
tained. ; 

Probably that is what, Mr. Ford had 
in mind when he spoke of those whose 
mental acquisitions he could tap when 
need arose. And, really,-he is safer and 
wiser who trusts specialists and experts 
too much than he who scorns them all— 
which not a few peofle do, particularly 
those of the sort called ‘‘ practical.’’ 


Why the Senate 
should be even more 
determined than the 
House to repeal the 
daylight-saving law 
is a question that deserves deep 
thought, for its solution is a difficult 
one. On general principles, one would 
expect the situation to be reversed—to 
find the House, that is, more timorous 
of the ‘“‘ farmer vote”’ than is the Sen- 
ate, for the farmers can ‘ gét at”’ the 
Representatives more often than at the 
Senators, and there are at least a few 
of the Representatives who have, or 
have had, farms of their own. That 
might explain their antagonism to day- 
light saving, or at any rate it. would 
do as much toward explaining it as 
do the arguments which the farmers 
themselves make against the device 
that so pleases almost everybody else. 

But the Senators, or at any rate the 
great majority of them, long since for- 
got, if they ever knew, whether the dew 
interferes with the performance of farm 
work, and therefore their present anxi- 
ety that fafmers may not have to risk 
the early morning moistures is indeed 
mysterious. Can it be that the' Senate 
hates daylight saving even more than 
the House does simply because the real 
objectors are not farmers at all, but the 
far less numerous folk whose wares and 
services are in the greater demand, as 
more of the world’s work is done by 
other light than that of the sun? 

There are whispers, and an occasional 
quite clearly audible remark, that the 
farmer demand for repeal.of the day- 
light-saving law would be far less in- 
sistent than it is now if certain people 
who keep wisely and carefully in the 
background had ngt taken measures to 
make the farmers Uiscontented with a 
scheme of greater value to people who 
live in cities than to those whose resi- 
dences are rural. With these secret exag- 
gerators and manipulators of the rustic 
grievance it ts conceivable that Senators 
would be more in touch and sympathy 
than are; the occupants of the lower 
chamber. But to accept that as a solu- 
tion of the queer mystery one must be 
deeply cynical and full of suspicion as 
to Senatorial virtue and sincerity. Yet 
till a better theory is suggested that 
one does have a dreadful plausibility.

To the Editor of Thé New York Times: 

Your article concerning the introduc- 
tioh of reindeer, into Canada, and the 
appointment ot’p ‘commission by the 
Government, would lead people- ‘td sup- 
Pose that the experiment which we made 
with them -was a failure. I care so 
much about the introduction of the deer 
that I hope in fairness to the actual ex- 
perimient. you would be willing to insert 
the following: facts: 

The main value of the deer is’ their 
meat and their skins. It is easier to 
transport by dogs, but dogs are a dan- 
ger to any communfy. They have 
killed quite. a: numbaP-‘ef our people 
again this year in Labrador, and the 
whole question of transportation is ab- 
solutely unimportant compared with the 
conversion of hundreds_of thousands of 
square miles of at present valueless land 
‘inte’ “an area productive of valuable 
produce for niankind, 

In my experiment I was hampered by 
inability to pay for either superinten- 
dence or proper herding, and by utter 
lack of ‘Government ‘protection. The 
late arrival of the deer in January, 1908, 
when our sea was frozen over, prevented 
my putting them in Labrador as I had 
hoped, and I was never afterward able 
to afford tonnage to remove them. I 
had to let my Lapp herders go in 1910, 
and in 1911 I“had ‘to let three more of 
my trained herders go with fifty deer 
that I was sending for the Canadian 
Government to the Peace River. I im- 
ported 300 deer, fifty of which went im- 
mediately to -Lorad Northcliffe’s place. 
Thirty-seven returned later and were lost” 
from their wandering ‘by the road they 
had been driven south. By the Fall of 
1911 my original 250 had become over 
1,200 fine deer. I have photographs of 
that number in our cafral at one time. 

Any wan with any common intelli- 
gence, looking at that splendid herd and 
knowing that they were the product of 
otherwise utterly uséless land, would 
immediately admit that the domestica- 
tion of reindeér is not only justifiable 
but imperative. Their meat has been 
sampled locally by hundreds of people 
accustomed to the’ best food; and com- 
pares favorably with any mutton any- 
where. 

With the increase of rapid motor 
travel by air and land, the skins are 
becoming more and more Valuable. 
Some of our fawns had young the year 
after their birth, and the regularity of 
Ray ergo oe was almost a weird feature 
in the work.

The re- 
sulting rows between herders and resi- 
dents, together with the cail for men by 
the war, made it increasin, ngly difficult 
to protect the animals, and ng unabie 
during 1916 and 1917 to transport my 
herd across the Straits to a less in- 
habited country, we amateurs had to 
do it in our = schooner in 1918, Even 
then it had to be done in the rutting 
season, and late in the year from an 
open roadstead, our hag 5 a having been 
delayed two months by U-boats in Bos- 
ton. We-landed 126 deer in ¢ 
dition ; some for®y. escaped from the cor- 
ral or died from injury in try: 
them a d. We had still 
170 deer. In the Spring of 1916 we had 
the only epidemic of any magnitude that 
occurred among the deer, and _ that 

ear we not only lost every ng le fawn, 

ut also over 100 old deer. d. then 
@nly. three herders; had had faa wire oa 
the promontory on ‘which the deer were, 

and I was unable to afford to imme- 
diatel change their habitat, to which 
we all attribute the loss of so many of 
the deer, as they had to graze over the 
my land where the diséaséd deer had 


been Soepins. 
What I waht you. please to give pub- 
licity to is the t that.at_a low rate 
of cost large numbers of these animals 
could soon be raised and tended in the 
rren areas of northeastern ha nd 
as well as in the northwestern. 
are plenty of Eskimo and half-breed 
herders procurable in Labrador, and I 
fully agree with Stefansson, with whom 
I have talked the matter over, and 
others who have studied the problem, 
that the undertaking should at once be 


taken up.

SOUTH AMERICA FOR LEAGUE 


Latin Republics Anxious.to Join the 
New Order. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Latin America is not very deeply con- 
cerned in the ratification by .your Con- 
gress of the covenant of the League of 
Nations. Asa proof of this assertiongwe 
have only to think of the rapidity ‘with 
which it has been approved by the 
Argentine Senate. 

While some of your Republican Sen- 
ators aré wrangling in a,partisan spirit, 
and, it is to be hoped vainly, against the 
adoption of the international constitu- 
tion in its present form, the rest of the 
world is ‘working harmoniously toward 
its acceptance by the majority of the 
civilized nations. It will, therefore, 
make very little difference to us His- 
panic-Americans whether this country is 
part of the League or not as long as our 
republics are part of it and.protected by 
its covénant; for we feel positively sure 
that in future when the League of Na- 
tions shall become a fact, and even in 
case that the United States be out of it, 
the new society will better protect 
our interests than does the Monroe Doc- 
trine which has not always been a sober 
and settled policy, as no doubt meant by 
its originator, to defend us against for- 
eign aggressions’/from every quarter, but 
has left us unprotected at the mercy of 
this country, as the dismemberments of 
Mexico and Colombia have proved. 

In view of the attitude toward the 
treaty of somte Republican Sénators it 
will not. be amisg to state that your two 
great parties could be differentiated 
alone by us Latin Americans through the 
late history of their Pan American poli- 
cies. The Democratic Party has had two 
great leaders that have wonour affection, 
Cleveland and Wilson, while the Repub- 
lican Party has furnished us with what 
we considered our arch enemy, the great 
Colonel who wished to convert this coun- 
try inté the self-appointed policemen of 
the Western. Hemisphere. The League 
of Nations does away with all this junk- 
ering or imperialism wherever it be 
found. The -Latin territories are not 
to be considered as subjects for future 
colonization by any Eurasian or Ameri- 
can pdéwer, and there shall be no fur- 
ther meddling _in. our internal affairs 
unless it be by the League of Nations as 
a whole or by an American power as 4 
mandatary. This will be a deadly blow 
to both the junker party in the United 
States and to. the Yankee-haters of 
Latin America. If the citizens of the 
United States wish to isolate themselves, 
if they want to see the Monroe Doctrine 
converted into a veritable scrap of 
paper, let them follow ‘the lead of the 
present insurgent members of Cemgress 
who, in their insane jealousy to destroy 
the clear fame of the President, would 
cut loose from the rest of mankind. At 
any rate, we Latin Americans can state 
with confidence’ that our interest will 
bo tter safeguarded in future, pro- 
“vided that all our- republics: will form 
part of the new society of nations.

swer. I received notice of the complaint 
from President Heydler when I arrived 


home last Tuesday, and I sent in thé 
Cincinnati Club’s answer this morning. 


I cannot conceive of President Heydler. 


deciding this case without hearihg the 
Cincinnati side of it, as provided for in 
the constitution. I have wired him to 


that effect.”’

Fl University ‘te: Supply Instrué- 


tion to Persons Who Can- 
not Attend Classes. 


PART OF EXTENSION WORK 


Diplomas Wil! Be Given to Persons 
Who Sirccessfully Complete 
Courses. 


Adivancing its policy ‘‘to provide 2 
liberal education for all who desire it’* 
by carrying higher learning to those un- 
able to attend classes, no matter where 
they live, Columbia University, it was 
announced last night, has established a 
system of home study in connection with 
its department of extension teaching. 

Home study courses, it was pointed 
out, ‘‘ will have no reference to aca- 


he | demic credit or degrees.’’ They will be- 


gin in September. The department of 
extension teaching last year furnished 
instruction to 6,479 men and women. [It 
is a rapidly growing agency through 
which Columbia's huge resources reach 
these whe are unable to take up univer- 
sity training in the regular way. 
Regarding the home study courses, a 
statement issued by the university said: 
“There are many individuals who are 
compelled to postpone their academic 
work and who are reluctant to drop it 
completely.

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‘Holland Tells Lusk Committee 


Great Mass of. Workers Are 
Loyal, Despite Agitators. 


‘SEDITION OPENLY PREACHED 


Witness Gives Names of Lead~} Sovr' 
ers_and Unions Alleged to 
Favor Revolution.

American labor is proof against Bol- 
shevist propaganda, according to James 
P. Holland, President of the New York 
State Federation of Labor, who testified 
yesterday before the legislative commit- 
tée investigating seditious activities and 
" propaganda. Radical agitators have 
made a thighty effort to win over mem- 
bers of conservative labor organizations, 
he said, but have converted only some 
25,000 out of a total membership of 900,- 
000 in this State in the last three years. 


“The legitimate labor organizations 
look upon Bolshevism as a- joke; the 
building and other trades look upon it 
@s a huge joke,’’ Mr. Holland testified. 

** Have you any apprehension in labor 
@ircles that Bolshevism will spread until 
it becomes a menace, threatening to 
overcome the iegitimate aims of loyal 
labor ofganizations?’’ was asked of 

** No,”’-was his emphatic reply. ‘‘ They 
might do it in certain localities,’ but 
they are weaker now in thé American 
Federation of Labor than they ever have 
been.”’ 

Mr. Holland was on the stand at the 
hearing in the Aldermanic Chambér at 
the City Hall all afternoon. He said 
labor agitators of the Bolshevist type 
Were openly or secretly preaching revo- 
lutionary and seditious doctrines among 
the workers. He expressed wonder that 
the Government let them “get away 
with it.’’ 

Gives List of Disloyal Unions. 


At the end of his testimony Mr. Hol- 
land, who had mentioned the name of 
@ne labor leader who, he swore, had 
taught sédition in his hearing, gave the 
mame of another disloyal labor agitator 
fm secret to Archibald E. Stevenson, as- 
sociate counsel-of the committee. He 
also turned over a list of labor organi- 
gations which, he said, had not been 
loyal to the Government during the war 
The list and the name were not madé 
public. They will be turned over to 
District Attorney Swann and to the Fed- 
eral authorities. The membership of the 
disloyal organizations, Mr. Holland said, 
constituted a small percentage of the 
membership-of the American Federation 
eof Labor. The remainder, he said, was 
100 per cent. American while the coun- 
try was at war, The disturbing element, 
he added, was made up almost entirely 
of foreigners, most of whom had no in- 
tention of becoming American citizens. 

The witness said radical agitators were 
taking advantage of the shipping strike 
now in progress, with a view to winning 
members of the seamen’s and firemen’s 
unions over to the I. W. W. 

Pilot to Tie Up World Shipping. 


The committee during the afternoon 
Feceived evidence, culled from letters 
and documents seized in the raid on the 
I. W. W. hKeadquarters in Fast Fourth 
Street, which showed that sinee January 
this ultra-radical organization had been 
trying to organize an international 
and * revolutionary ’’ marine transport 
workers’ union, including sailors and 
firemen.

Mr. Holland mentioned Local 23 of the 
International Pressmen’s Union as one 
among several radical labor orgarizia- 
tions that he knew of. 

‘That is the organization of which 
James J. vanes 4 is President. mas he 
ever expressed himself as favoring the 
Soviet form of government?’’ asked Mr. 
Stevenson. a 

‘* He would favor any kind of govern- 
ment that would overthrow the United 
States Government, and has_ openly 
stated so,’’ Mr. Holland testified. 

‘Have any appreciable number of 
<<. leaders been advocating sabot- 
age?’’ 

“The man mentioned a while ago— 
Bagley—preached that on the floor of 
the Central Federated Union,’’ said Mr. 
Holland, ‘‘ not alone to break up the 
Government, but to smash up the print- 
ing presses. It can be found in the 
records of the Central Federated Union. 
We were amazed that the Government 
permitted him to get away with it.’’ 


Seizure of Government Preached. 


Q.—Have you heard any of the leaders in 
the institution mentioned, or their sympa- 
thizers, call for the seizure of this Gov- 
efhment by the working class? A.—I 
have. They are believers in the process of 
revolution. That has been preached on 
the floor of the central body more than 
once. And they claim that wherever 
there is a _ revolution, somebody ‘loses 
blood, and they believe that blood should 
come from the “ capitalist class.’’ ‘That 
ia the term they use. 

Q.—Have you heard anybody preach a 
dictatorship of the proletariat? A.—That 
has been preached and is being preached 
every day, as far as some of the radical! 
° nizations are concerned. They not 
only preach dictatorship of the Govern- 
ment ‘but of the labor movement. They 
do not believe in the leadership of Samuel 
Gompers and his lieutenants. 

Q.—Do these radical organizations, such 
as the I. W. W. and the W T. .,;, ae 
the Socialist Party, or the Socialist Labor 
Party, make it a practice to send out agi- 
ar to industrial centres in this State? 

A.—They do, especially if a legitimate or- 
ganization has a strike on. They seem to 
break in when a strike octurs, if not be- 
fore.

Union Head Says. Differences

Declares One Great Danger of Sit- 
uation Is That Americans Will 
Forsake the Sea for Good. 


The shipping strike may be settled in 
twenty-four hours, according to Secre- 
tary G. H. Brown of the Séimen's 
Union, who said; however, that his 
opinion was based upon a general view 
of the situation and not upon any de- 
velopment of yesterday. He said the 
differences between the offer of the. Ship- 
ping Board and ship-owners and the 
demands of the strikers were so slight 
that no great difficulty should be ex- 
perienced in overcoming them. 

Secretary Brown laughed at the re-

-Pickets were posted at the Shipping 
Board offices yesterday to urge seamen 
not to answer the Shipping Board's plea. 
There was no disturbance, but many 
men who intended to sign up for the trip 
to France were dissuaded, according to 
union officials; R. Patterson, head of 
the Sea Service of the United States 
Shipping Board, refused to say how 
many men had been signed, but assertea 
that the call for volunteers would be 
successful. 

Silas B. Axtell, counsel for the Sea- 
men’s Union, met the officials of several 
smaller companies at the Hotel Con- 
tinental yesterday and signed agreements 
with, them for a settlement, of the strike 
on the union’s terms. Beoretary Brown 
said that practically all of e Nor- 
wegian and other Scandinavian ships 
were signing up on the union’s terms as 
fast as they came into port. 

One hundred and thirty-two passengers 
on the British steamer Tennyson have 
been marooned in New York harbor 
since Monday, when the crew deserted 
the ship before it reached Quarantine 
on its way to South American ports. Ef- 
forts to fill the places of the strikers 
have failed so far, and it was announ 
that the passengers would be brought to 
shore today, unless the strike ended in 
the meantime. 

Ernest Dittmer, business agnt of the 
Brooklyn branch ‘of the Firemen, Oilers 
and Water-tenders’ Union, said yester- 
day that some shipping companies had 
evaded pickets by taking crews on small 
boats out to ships in mid-stream, but 
that this was being combated by union 
pickets who had hired a launch and were 
picketing such ships. He said that sev- 
eral hundred men had been taken from 
ships in the launch. 

President Andrew Furuseth of.the In-

PROTESTS MAY KILL 
STRIKE FOR FRANCE 


Opposition Steadily Growing 
and Final Decision Is 
Deferred. 


APPEAL FOR THE BABIES 


Wallis Also Placarded with Warn- 
ings Against Bolshevist 
Strikes.

PARIS, July 17.—There is a bare pos- 
sibility after all that the proposed gen- 
eral strike may dissolve into innocuous 
protest meetings as will be the cage in 
England. Opposition is steadily growing 
in all parts of the country and the labor 
newspapers announce today that a final 
decision will not be taken for a day or 

two. 

The Matin today gives its first front 
page column to an appeal to labor read- 
ers by a well-known Paris doctor, Mau- 
rice Letulle. The headline is ‘‘ Petition 
in Favor of Those Whom Strike of July 
21 Condemns to Death,’’ and refers to 
infant mortality, which Dr. Letulle al- 
leges would be caused by three days’ 
stoppage of the milk supply which even 
a twenty-four-hour strike would involve. 
Dr. Letulle says: 

‘“‘In July infantile diarrhoea carries 
off hundreds of victims, owing to im- 
proper nourishment. What else can be 
given the babies during these three days 
you propose to deprive them of. milk? 
Will you agree that history shall record 
these hateful words: ‘July 21, 1919, or 
new massacre of innocents?’ 

‘fhe walls of Paris are placarded to- 
day with an address by the National 
Confederation of Labor entitled ‘‘ Work- 
er, Beware of Bolshevist Strikes,”’ 
pointing out the financial loss already 
caused fo French industry by the 
miners, metal workers, and transport 
strikes, while France's commercial 
rivals, England, Germany, and Belgium, 
are hard at work to capture trade su- 
premacy. 

The address reminds the workers that 
however genuine may be grievances, 
however specious may be appeals and 
arguments for a strike, those who ad- 
vance them have a definite end in view 
—Bolshevism. 

Millions of cards are said to have been 
printed by the Red propaganda and are 
ready for distribution. One side of the 
card is headed ‘‘ Communins,’’ with the

Le Chartier develops the theory wide- 
ly held by Fzench business men that it 
is to France’s interest to reopen trade 
relations with Germany as rapidly and 
extensively as possible, owing to the ex- 
ceptionally favorable exchange | condi- 
tions—a franc being now worth two and 
a half marks. 

While the Journal des Débats is the 
last newspaper in Paris to be suspected 
of friendliness for Germany, further 
light on possible French trading with the 
late enemy is given by Genefal Mangin, 
perhaps the most determined “ Boche 
htinter” in the world, who recently de- 
tailed to your correspondent his compre- 
hensive scheme for the re-establishment 
of business relations between France and 


the Rhineland. 

Le Chartier emphasises the importance 
of the Rhine fluvial traffic which, he 
states, amounted to 70,000,000 tons 
carried in 1918 and now probably half’ 
as much again.

ROME, July 16.—As the day set for 
the general strike approaches pessimists 
keep speading alarming reports about

BUILDING LOCKOUT THREAT. 


Notice by Chicago Employers Af-

CHICAGO, July 17.—One hundred 
thousand workers in building operations 
here will be Jocked out tomorrow morn- 
ing unless before 8 o’clock strikes for 
higher pay involving about 80,000 of 
their number are abandoned.

MAY BE NEW REDUCTIONS 


Still a Heavy Pressure of Bilis— 
Governments May Take Action—~ 
Bankers Name Committee. 


Sterling exchange broke to a new low 
record for modern times yesterday, with 
the rate for cable transfers on Longon 
quoted as low as $4.26% to the pound. 


This low rate was reached about mid-‘ 


day, and in the afternoon; when a good 
volume of buying orders came into the 
market, the price shot up very rapidly, 
going to $4.40 and closing at about $4.37 
@$4.39. At the tow level exchange on 
London shawed a dis@qunt of about 124% 
per cent., while at the ‘high rate of the 
afternoon the Giecount was only 9% per 
cent. 

So far as is known no official or or+ 
ganized-effort is being made to check 
the decline which has carried aterling 
down about 50 cents in the pound from 
the price at which it was ‘‘ pegged ’’ by 
the British. Government during the last 
two years of the war, . Bankers who 


,would be apt to know of any movement 


to stabilize exchange yesterday were\ 
emphatic in disclaiming any knowledge 
of such an effort, and expressed the 
opinion that nothing would be done, at 
least for the time being. 

Since March 20, when it was officially 
announced that the British Government 
had withdrawn from the market as a 
buyer of sterling exchange, there has 
been no attempt made at holding the 
rate up, and it has been allowed entire 
freedom in seeking ita natural level. 
Under the circumstances, and unless the 
British Government changes its position 
with regard to exchange, bankers are 
inclined to look for even lower quota- 
tions, for the pressure of bills for sale 
is still very heavy, and the buying which 
rallied the market yesterday afternoon 
was not of the kind which may be looked 
to to effect any permanent improvement. 

Diemateyy« it was said yesterday, 

may be some effort made to arrest 
the Meine. It is not believed that a 
aystem of indiscriminate buying of all 
bills offered will be adopted, but that if 
anything is done, arrangements will be 
made to accept bilis at a fixed price. 
Such an operation, it ig thought by 
bankers, would require the active co- 
operation of both the American and 
British Governments, as the operation 
would be infimely too big for private 
interests to handle. 

The immediate effect of the break, it 
was pointed out, is likély to -be to 
awaken American exporters to the re- 
sponsiblities of their position. Bankers 
have reiterated many times that: any 
comprehensive plan for the-financing of 
American goods purchased by European 
consumers must have the co-operation 
of the interests which produce the 
goods; that it is not entirely work for 
bankers to do. Thus far, it is said, many 
American producers have not defmon- 
strated that they fuily appreciate this 
fact, and yoncreay one international 
banker said that if the recent decline 
served to bring them to a full under- 
standing of their position in the‘ matter 
it would have served a good purpose.

SRPOCtArs. he expect. to need .consider- 
abi wantities of sterling _ éxchange 
later In the year, “At ‘the low price, 

which. showed a discount on London of 
12% per cent., many of these importers 
were said to be attracted to the mar ket, 
end purchases were reported for future 
bills running ahead several months.

XAMINE your beard closely
